THE FOUNDATIONS AND WALLS. 

The building was begun June 1. 1887. For 
the foundations of the main building two 
transverse layers of twelve-inch timber were 
rst laid. Above these came a five-foot layer 
f concrete, and in this three layers of rail- 
road bars and T beams were imbed- 
ded. The enormous tower required spe- 


cial treatment. its foundations. were 
made doubly secure by laying them 
on the same plan as that used in the main 


building, but using double thicknesses of 
timber and concrete and five layers of iron. 
To guard against inequalities of settlement 
the tower was loaded with a weight equal, 
faot for foot, with that borne by the com- 
preted portion. More than 800 tons of pig: 
iron, in addition to vast loads of brick. were 
useu to weight the foundations of the tower. 
As the superincumbent masonry was put in 
place the temporary load was remov „ and 
when the’building was completed tower and 
main structure stood as one, without crack, 
flaw, or join. There was absolutely no set- 
tlement in any part of tne builaine. 

The work progressed steadily and without 
a break from its initiation to its successful 
completion. The building has a total street 
frontage of 710 feet, of which 302 dre on Con- 
gress street, 187 on Michigan avenue, and 141 
on Wabash avenue. The tower weighs 15,000 
tons, there are 15,000,000 of brick in the 
building, and the amount of masonry and 
iron involved is almost incalculable. 

THE REPUBLICAN CONVENTION. 

Before the building was haif-finished an 
occasion for the use of the main hall pre- 
sented itself and justitied the promoters 
of this grand undertaking in their daring 
project. This was the meeting of the Na- 
tional Republican Convention of 1888. The 
unfinished, Auditorium was turned over to 
the Executive Committee, fitted with seats 
for the purpose designed, and prepared for 
the historic event. All who had the fortune 
to be present at the meetings of the conven- 
tion united in testifying that for convenience 
of delegates and visitors, acoustic properties, 
and all other requirements of a great meet- 
ing the hall was perfect. 

Meantime thd work of decorgtuon went on 
uninteruptedly. The hotel was rented to a 
New York firm and will be openea Jan. 15, 
1890. The office buildings on the Wabash 
avenue front were rented as fast as 
completed, and are occupied mostiy 
by artists, students, and the Chi- 
cago Conservatory of Music. As soon 
as the echoes of the convention oratory had 
died out work was resumed on the grand 
hall and theater. This has been continued 
until the present time, hundreds of skilled 
artisans being employed in every department. 
The result is seen in the magnificant propor- 
tions, the gorgeous and elaborate decora- 
tions, and the perfect seating capacity of the 
grandest hall on the American continent. 
Seats, every one with a clear view of the 
stage, are provided for 4,500 persons, and the 
view is as perfect as the acoustic properties 
of the great Auditorium. The stage, in both 
breadth and depth, rivals the most famous 
of ancient or modern structures, and taken 
for all in all the building stands unsurpassed. 
For convention purposes the hali outranks 
anything ever constructed, and-over 11,000 
people can be accommodated within its walls. 

FINANCIAL AND OTHER POINTS. 

Compared with the solidity of this wonder- 
ful development of Chicago enterprise the 
useless pyramids shrink into insignificarce 
and the Eiffel tower is but a toy. The cost 
of the great structure has been over $2, 700, 000 
and the ground upon which it stands is 
worth $1,000,000. It has been built in three 
years, while the Grand Opera-House in Paris, 
with balf its seating capacity, cost $9,000,000 
ana occupied thirteen years in coustruction. 
The Auditorium is purely a Chicago enter-

A LARGE CRUWD DISAPPOINT ED. 


Nearly 2,000 People Stand in Line to Buy 
Tickets—Their Experience, 

| All day yesterday there was a long line in 
frontof the Auditorium box-office. It was 
waiting for 7 o’clock last evening, at which 
bour it had been led to believe that seats to 
the number of 1,200 would be sold. As even- 
ing approached tue line increased in length, 
and before the appointed time there were 
neariy 2,000 waiting for the box-office to open. 
The box-office did not open and it was after 
9 o'clock before the disgusted crowd slowly 
dispersed. 
One of the unsuccessful candidates for ad- 
Mission thus reiates his experience: 
I. with several friends, asked repeatedly 
at the box-office at intervais after-7 o’clock 
if seats weuid be sold. We were told each 
time that they would and that the box-office 
would be open in a few minutes. Shortly be- 
fore 9 o’clock Adler, one of tne architects, 
appeared and said that no tickets would be 
sold. Naturally enough we wanted to know 
why, whereupon he said that the Auditori- 
um was already crowded. He added that 500 
or 600 people not entitled to admission had 
crowded by the gatekeepers. Tais of-course 
is nonsense, and even if it were true 
there would still have been room for 500 or 
600 more, inasmuch as they had advertised to 
sell 1,200 tickets. The crowd refused to 
recognize his authority to speak for the man- 
agement or to admit the truth of his state- 
ment, and it was not until Manager Adams 
appeared and announced that no tickets 
would be sold that the crowd realized that it 
had been imposed upon. I suppose the man- 
agement had the right to say whether or not 
it was best to sell the tickets as announced, 
but it strikes me as an outrage that we 
should have been compelled to stand in line 
more than two hours under false pretenses. 
Further than this, lam curious to know what 
became of those 1,200 seats.“

HARRISON IN EXCELLENT HUMOR. 


President Has a Pleasant Word for 
Every One and Everything. 
„% The right sort of day, Mr. Peck, for the 
opening of Cnhicago’s—I should say Ameri- 
ca’s—greatest building,“ observed the Presi- 
dent of the United States to the President of 
the Auditorium Association when they had 
shaken hands at Eighteenth street. And 
Mr. Harrison indicated by agesture the brill- 
iant sunlight streaming through tne piate- 
glass window of the special car which had 
brought him from Washington. Shen in the 
intervais of handshaking the head of the 
Nation talked weather. It was a good, easy 
subject, and its selection evinced a comforta- 
ble desire to put the Recepuon Committee on 
a comfortable yet conservative tooting with 


their guest. 

“The weather in Washington was bad 
when ILletft,“ continued Mr. Harrison. In 
fact, ithas been raining there the last hun- 
dred days.

But the trath is that Washington is 
always a wet city at this season. It was a 
bad day, too, at Indianapous yesterday. I 
am glad to find sunlight up here.”’

AT THE UNION LEAGUE CLUB. 


Luncheon Followed by a Public Reception 
—Crowds Meet the Guests. 

The reception to President Harrison and 
Vice-President Morton at the Union League 
Club was a public one, and that it was so is 
due to President Harrison. It was originally 
intended that it should be excfusive—almost 
as exclusive as the luncheon that preceded 
it; it was to be for members of the club 
only. But the President refused to entertain 
such an idea ana telegraphed to that effect. 
The result was that all the clubs were in- 
vited, and ail of the general public that 
desired were introduced to the President 
and Vice-President. 

The crowd was not as big as it would have 
been bad it been generally known that it was 
to be a public reception, but it was big 
enough to keep busy the large force of police 
on hand and to keep the President's arm 
moving up and down contimuously until he 
was obliged to leave to prepare for the even- 
ing. In fact, the crowd was so great that 
Many did not get around to see him at all, 

The police arrangements were of the best. 
After the rooms were full the doors were 
shut, and as soon as the crowd at the door 
was large enough a row of officers on the 
bottom steps kept all others back. When the 
mass inside had thinued out a little the doors 
were opened and a relay let in. This pre- 
vented tne rooms from being too crowded at 
any time. 

e streets outside were thronged all the 
afternoon, every one seeming to be desirous 
of seeing the President either coming or 


going. 

About 12:30 o’clock Mr. Peck’s carriage 
containing the President and Vice-President 
drew uv before the ladies’ entrance to the 
ciub on Fourth avenue, where the club re- 
ception committee was waiting. The Presi- 
dent, leating on the arm of Mr. Peck, and 
followed by tne Vice-President, leaning on 
the arm of Mr. Bissell, ascended the steps 
and 133 into the lobby, where a great 
crowd of members had collected. The party 
stopped here for about five minutes, the dis- 
tinguished guests being introduced to many 
of those present. 

THE BANQUET ROOM. 

In the same order and accompanied by the 

same gentiemen who escorted tuem from the 
carriage the President and Vive-Presi- 
dent proceeded to the banquet room 
on the fourth floor in the northeast 
corner of the building, the apartment 
being known as the tower room.” The in- 
vited guests, to the number of fifty-three, 
were already standing beside their chairs 
when the Presidentiai party entered the 
room. The appearance of the distinguished 
guests was the signal for applause, which 
the President smilingly acknowledged with 
a bow. 
Mr. Peck took his place at tne head of the 
table, the President at his right, the Vice- 
President at his left. While the guests were 
still standing Mr. Peck said: 

“Gentiemen: I have the honor to intro- 
duce to you the President and the Vice-Pres-

Tue Indianapolis Journal of last Saturday 
has an interesting article on Natural Gas in 
Indians.”

scientific study of the problem in connection 
with a practical experience in the field. If 
to the uncertainty of being. able to success- 
fully pipe the gas. such a distance be added 
that of continuance of flow at the wells, the 
prospect of a natural gas supply here may be 
regarded as dubious in spite of the promises 
held out by sanguine men. .

ECONOMY AND HONESTY OR BOODLING AND

The Citizens’ ticket gives to those voters 
who pay taxes, or expect to do so within the 
next twenty years, a chance to make up a 
list of names. of men who are in favor of 
honesty and economy. Such voters—and it 
is to be hoped there wili be tens of thousanas 
of them—can either take the six names on 
the Citizens’ ticket, or can take four or five 
of them and fill up with one or two persons 
chosen from among the ten other candidates, 
It hey elect the six Cituzens’ candidates 
they will be sure that the work will be hon- 
estly managed. If they elect only a part of 
them they will have the assurance that 
there will be some incorruptible men on the 
board to keep a watch on the boodiers. 

The actual question is, whether tne Trust- 
ees to. be elected shall do the work for 
fifteen millions or for hfty millions; whether, 
when their terms expire, they will return 
with honor to their homes or will be sent 
with sname to Joliet. 

It is well to be loyal to party, but in this 
case there is no party ticket to be loyal to. 
The convention of each was captured by 
men greedy for the plunder of the Sanitary 
District, and all that remains for honest men 
and taxpayers is to protect themsel 
against this combination of the dishon 
elements of both organlzations which are 
working to make a ring, four of the links of 
which shall be Democratic while two shail 
be Republican in name.

JEFFERSON DAVIS AND THE CALHOUN 
DOGMA. 

Lest silencas@houla be interpreted as ap- 

proval it may be timely to say that the North 


does not share in the belief so freely ex- 


pressed in the South that Jefferson Davis 
wasa “devoted and consistent upholder of 
the doctrine of State sovereignty, even 
though his theory may have been wrong.“ 
The State sovereignty theory first announced 
by Jefferson and advocated by Calhoun 
could not with any pretense of consistency or 
reason. be applied to any other States than 


the original thirteen. The doctrine was 


built upon the assumption that a State once 
possessed of political sovereignty could no 
more part with it or assign or delegate it to 
another than an individual couid legally 
bind, himself to commit suicide. As- 
sums (contrary to the truth) that 
colonies had the independence 
of sovereign powers and that such sor- 
ereigaty could not be renounced or dele- 
gated Calhoun was not without a strong ap- 
pearance of logic in his defense of the State 
sovereignty theory as applied to the original 
thirteen States. Admit his dlaim that the 
colonies were once individually sovereign 
and independent and there would be room 
for argument in disputing his conclusion that 
such a national characteristic could not be 
destroyed. But the moment this doctrine is 
applied to the new States which came into 
the Union after the formation of the Consti- 
tution it falls to pieces. These new States 
did not create the Union, but they were given 
hfe and bemg by it. They never had any 
sovereignty as territories, or any authority 
or political character except what they got 
from Congress and the Nation, and it would 
be manifestiy absurd to claim that they 
stood towards the Union in the relation of 
high contracting parties in framing the Con-

Mississippi was bought by the Federai Gov- 


ernment and paid for in money or other valu- 
able considerations. 


Some of the territory 
was acquired from South Carolina, some 
trom Georgia, and some from France. There 
was and could be no governing autnority in 
Mississippi but such as the United States es- 
tablished. April 7, 1708, Mississippi became 
a territory, pursuantto an act of Congress 
found recorded in Vol. I, page 549, United 
States Statutes. For nineteen years Missis- 
sippi was governed as a Territory, and as it 
was then thought she was prepared for 
Statehood the petition of the people 
was answered, ana Mississippi oe 


came a State Dec. 10, 1817, and was 


admitted to the Union pursuant to 
another act of Congress recorded in Vol. 3, 
Page 472, United States Statutes. Thus all 
the sovereign authority Mississippi has ever 
had she got from the United States. She 
never was a sovereignty; never exercised 
supreme power; and when she attempted to 
get out of the Union she was not reassuming 
a reserved power, but was engaged in insur- 
rection and rebeilion against constitutional 
and national authority. This must be con- 
ceded even from the standpoint of the State 
sovereignty dogma. However sincerely Jef- 
ferson Davis may have believed in the State 
sovereignty doctrine, he went beyond and 
outside of anything in that dogma when he 
attempted to take out of the Union States 
which it cannot be pretended were parties to 
the original compact, but were the creations 
of Congress under its constitutional powers. 


NOT POLITICS BUT SANITATION IS THE 
ISSUE. 

A Democratic city paper is urging the elec- 
tion of the nominees of ite party convention 
on the ground that Thursday’s vote will de- 
cide whether the Democrats or Republicans 
are to carry this State in 1892. A Republican 
city paper teils its readers they must vote for 
the five nominees ot the Republican conven- 
tion—Coy of Lake-Front steal fame included 
—or the Democrats will carry the next Legis- 
lature and elect a United States Senator. 

A careful reading of the Drainage act fails 
to show anything of a political nature there- 
in. It appears to deal, not with Presidential 
Electors, Senators, and Legisiatures, but 
with the public health of this city and the 
drainage of the sewage of Chicago and the 
way of raising the millions necessary for a 
work the sanitary but not the political ben- 
efits of which are fully set forth. 

But while these two papers are begging 
their constituents for party reasons to vote 
for party candidates, each, with a courtesy 
and consideration unusual in politica) con- 
tests, refrains from saying a word against 
the nominees of the other organization. The 
Democratic sheet praises Stock- Yards Gahan, 
but has not a word to say against Lake-Front 
Coy. It even prints the puffs of him which 
appear in its alleged Republicafl contempo- 
rary. The latter lauds the fussy crank Guth- 
rie, but has nothing to say against the popin- 
jay, lightweight Lynch. Each concentrates 
its batteries of abuse on the honest, non-par- 
tasan Citizens’ ticket, as if it feared that alone. 

Is it not curious that these two Stock- Yards 
gang papers should be running a party cam- 
paign, one which according to them is of 
such vital importance, and yet never indulge 
in the customary criticism of the fellows on 
the other side, especially when there is so 
much room for it as in this instance? How 
is it that such unfit and improper men as 
Gahan and Guthrie and Lynch and Coy and 
King escape the hatcheling they would ordi- 
narily receive in straight party contests? 

“To a man up a tree it looks very much 
as if the two papers and the two sets ot men 
who ran the two conventions were act- 
ing in perfect harmony and agreement, and 
that their souls are not as torn up about 
party supremacy as they want the commu- 
nity to beheve. It seems as if they were 
more anxious to eat taxes and handle cash 
than to control Legislatures, to elect Trustees 
who will suit the Stock-Yards company than 
to elect United States Senators. 

Is the fact that the work can be made to 
cost fifty millions and that there will be rich 
plums for dishonest men who have a finger 
in the pie the reason why these two sheets 
and the men who run them are now sleeping 
in the same bed! If so, the only safe thing 
for the voters to do is to reject candidates 
who, under the pretense of wishing party 
success, are working for boodle success, and 
to cast their baliocts for men who will not 
conceive they are elected that they may boss 
primaries and conventions or win party tri- 
umphs by dishonest means, or make of the

STANLEY'S WONDERFUL JOURNEY. 

The arrival of Stanley at Zanzibar marke 
the conclusion of one of the most remarkable 
journeys ↄf modern times and places him at 
the head of all explorers. His great march 
across the equatorial regions of the Dark 
Continent really began in January, 1887, when 
be left the Mediterranean and went first to 
Zanzibar, tnen to the Cape of Good Hope, and 
thence to the mouth of the Congo, when he 
assumed command of the Kmin Bey Relief 
Expedition at. Leopoidsville April 20. His 
route from the Congo up the Aruwimi River 
to Lake Albert in Emin’s province occupied 
372 days of travel through a comparativély an- 
known province, exposed to great hardships 
and sufferings besides continuous assaults 
from hostile tribes. After joining Emin Bey 
on the shores of Lake Albert Nyanza and 
finding him unwilling to leave his province 
he had to retrace his steps to his base of sup- 
plies only to find it destroyed. Bolaly and 
hepefally turning his face eastward again he 
went back to the lake and there found Emin 
Bey not only willing but eager to get out of 
his province, which was in revolt, and on the 


8th day of May the two explorers with their 


retinue started for the coast aud after a 
journey of 133 days through foreste and 
jungles, in which they fought against sick- 
ness, hunger, and savage assaults, the little 
band reached its haven of refuge at Mpwa- 


_ Ppwa, whence access to the sea was easy by 
tune help of their German escort. 

When the details of this wonderful march 
FFF prove | ened 


of the Congo, including the the countermarches, 
was about 5,000 miles, and notwithstanding 
sickness, hardships, and dangers of all kinds 
the intrepid explorer found time and oppor- 
tunity to make discoveries in geography 
which will necessitate new maps of Africa 
and in science and natural history which will 
add greatly to tne knowledge of the world. 
The great blank spot upon the maps, inter- 
sected through its center by the equator, can 
now be traced out in its natural divisions, its 


great rivers located, its mountains desig- 


nated, and it is not unlikely that the sources 
of the Nile and the Congo will be definitely 
located. The Mountains ef the Moon are no 
longer a myth, and Mount Rowenzori, 17,000 
feet high, takes its place among the snow- 
crowned monarchs of the world. It isamag- 
nificent record, this the modern Ulysses has 
made! 


THE PRESIDENT ON TRUST CONSPIRACIES, 

Among the most important recommenda- 
tions made by President Harrison in his mes- 
sage is that which urges Congress to adopt 
prohibitory and even penal legislation to 
suppress trust conspiracies. The President 
said: 


Earnest attention should be given by Congress 
to a consideration of the question how far the 
restraint of those combinations of capital com- 
monly called * trusts” ig matter of Federal ju- 
risdiction. When organized, as they often are, 
to crush out all healthy competition and to 
monopolize the production or sale of an article 
of commerce and general necessity they are dan- 
gerons conspiracies against the public good and 
should be made the subject of prohibitory and 
even penal legislation. 


This is a significant utterance, especially 
when tagen in connection with the Presi- 
dent’s recommendations looking toa revision 
and reduction of we tari He suggests 
that Congress make careful inquiry “how 
far the restraint of these combinations of 
capital commonly called trusts is matter of 
Federal jurisdiction.” This clearly indicates 
to Congress the line it must follow if it de- 
sires to suppress the trusts in the interest of 
tne people. It must be admitted that there 
are a number of trusts which dealin non- 
protected articles. or products and which 
seem to be beyond the reach of Congress 
and subject only to such punishment as 
individual States may inflict. On the other 
hand, there are trusts which cannot be dealt 
with by the States, but may be effectively 
punished by reducing the excessive tariff 
duties which keep. out foreign competition 
and permit the conspwators to charge robber 
rates. Let Congress act on the President's 
advice and inquire, for instance, how far 
the restraint of the combination of cap- 
ital commonly called the Sugar Trust 
is matter of Federal jurisdictuon,” It 
will be learned that this odious 
and rapacious monopoly owes its existence 
to excessive duties and ill-arranged provis- 
ions in respect to the grading of sugar, 
and that when these are corrected the 
combination must de destroyed. Secure 
from foreign competition, the Sugar Trust 
conspirators have united to stamp out com- 
petition and charge up to the full amount of 
the tariff, thus taking tens of millions annu- 
ally from consumers over and above a fair 
profit. Here is one of those instances con- 
templated by the President where tte reme- 
dy for trustism, and tne only effective remedy, 
must be found in revising and reducing tariff 
duties. 

So far as the States can deal with trust 
conspiracies..ié- must. be on the lines of the 
decision of the Illinois Supreme Court in the 
Gas Trust case, or by enacting legislation to 
forfeit charters and punish trust conspirators 
by fine or imprisonment. After this is done 
it will de found, as President Harrison sug- 
gests, thas. restraint. of many trusts is 
“matter of jurisdiction,” and ean 

be achieved only by lowering the tariff wall 
behind which these combines have found 
refuge to defeat competition and plunder the 
consumers. In all such cases sufficient duty 
should be retained to protect manufacturers 
who ure willing to deal honestly with the 
public and want nothing more than rates 
which under the higher wage system of this 
country will fairly offset the advantages of 
foreign competitors. Reasonable and just 
duties will give this protection, but will not 
prevent foreign competition coming in when 
home trusts attempt to monopolize the mar- 
ket and charge exorbitant prices.

THE CATHOLIC ASSAULT UPON COMMIS- 
SIONER MORGAN. 

The opposition to the confirmation of Gen. 
Morgan, Indian Commissioner, organized by 
the Catholic hierarchy is beginning to attract 
public attention and is likely to arouse some 
indignant comments if the church officials 
attempt to carry out their scheme as they 
have threatened. Tug TMBUN RA has already 
stated the grounds of the clerical opposition 
to Gen. Morgan. They are, first, that his 
policy contempiates the ultimate withdrawal 
of Government money aid from the sectarian 
and so-called contract schools; and, second, 
that the Commissioner has been engaged in 
removing Roman Catholic employés from his 
department. As to the first charge no denial 
needs to be made. The charge is true, and, 
more than this, the Commissioner's policy is a 
wise and judicious one, as the Government is 
not called upon to spend the people's money 
in maintaining denominational schools. This 
aid removed all the sects will be on an equal 
footing and can compete with each other 
without any restriction. 

As to the second charge the Commissioner 
himself shows from the records that no re- 
movals have been made except for cause, and 
in this he is certainly justtied. 

The Springfield (Mass.) Republican, an anti- 
Administration paper, was, we believe, the 
first to discover that the Catholic hierarchy 
had held a conference about this matter and 
decided to throw the weight of their infiu- 
ence against the confirmation of Gen. Mor- 
gan and the Rev. Dr. Dorchester, Superin- 
tendent of the Indian Schools, for the rea- 
sons alleged, and that Cardinal Gibbons and 
Bishops Ireland end Riordan have taken a 
prominent part in organizing the opposition. 
The newspapers of the church have also pub- 
lished the charges against these officials and 
been very outspoken in their comments. 
As to any alleged “enmity” that Dr. 
Dorchester may have to the Catholic Church 
or what hostile course be may have been 
pursuing, we know nothing, but in the mat- 
ter of the opposinon to Gen. Morgan, the 
American people need not be expected to 
have any sympathy with it. He will and 
should be sustained and Congress should not 
fail to promptly confirm him, as he is a most 
capable officer. 

Although Gen. Morgan has been in office 
but four months he has already been recog- 
nized as a thoroughly competent man for his 
position. His policy as to the schools and 
the general scheme of educauon in the Eu- 
glish language for the Indian children which 
he has outiined have been recognized by the 
friends of the Indians and by all who have 
investigated the question as the most direct 
and effective methods for the solution of the 
Indian problem. In this connection we have 
the invaluable testimony. of Mr. Herbert 
Welsh, the Secretary of the Indian Rights 
Association, who has long been known by 
the great work he has done for the Indians, 
and by the impartial manner in which he has 
labered in their behalf outside of all creeas 
and denominations and political influence. 
In a letter which has been made public Mr. 
Weish says:

LEYROURN PRUVAL AN IMPOSTOR. 


Evidence That He Wrote the Alleged Papa 
Benediction on His Banking Scheme. 
New York, Dec. 9.— [Special.] There is 
no longer any doubt that Col. Leybourn came 
here under false pretenses and has been act- 


ing without authority in making proposals to 
start a Catholic bank. Before the exposé 
came he nad succeeded in interesting a large 
number of peuple on the theory that his. 
scheme had the sanction and benediction. of 
the Pope and was certain to be a success. It 
turns out, however, that the alleged benedic- 
tion he displayed and printed in a Sunday 
paper was ungrammatical and bears to this 
extent evidence of the Colonel's own handi- 
work. Among those who had been induced 
to take an interest in the scheme Capt. 
Walker, who headed a corps of engineers, 
and the managers of several railroad construc- 
tion companies. Several attempts have been 
made by the projectors of the scheme to se- 
cure a prominent man of high reputation for 
President of the institution. Oneof the first 
names suggested was that of Willis D. Paine, 
ex-Superintendent ot the State Banking De- 
partment. Overtures were made to Mr. 
Paine early last summer and he looked into 
the matter thoroughly. There was a good 
deal of interviewing and correspondence 
with Mr. Paine before he refused to accept 
Leybourn’s offer. It transpired today that 
the Presidency of the Universal Association 
Bank and Trust company has also been ten- 
dered to State Treasurer Lawrence J. Fitz 
gerald of Cortiand, whose term of office ex- 

ires with this vear. Mr. Fitzgeraid, Col. 
Fayboure says, has as good as accepted the 
position. ; 

Meantime Col. Laybourn has been goi 
ahead making contracts for the purchase o 
the entire issue of the bonds of several 
Western railroad companies just as soon as 
the universal company is organized, A com- 
pany known as the Financial Adjusting 
Trust and Financial company has been 
formed as a part of tender to the Universal. 
It was organized last summer under the jaws 
of the State of New Jersey with a capital of 
$500,000. Its mission is to have examinations 
made by competent engineers and account- 
ants of the mechanical and financial condi- 
tion of railroad and other enterprises whose 
bonds or stocks the Universal company 
thinks of investing in. The President of 
this company is John Monroe of No. 171 
Broadway. 


GENERAL METROPOLITAN NEWS, 


Stormy Voyage of the Ems—Death of Will- 

. iam R. Riddle. 

New York, Dec. 9.— [Special. — With one 
of her stout lifeboats smashed to atoms, her 
decks swept clear of everything movable, and 
her two huge cream-colored funnels coated 
with salt from the ocean brine the North 
German Lloyd steamer Ems dropped 
her anchor off the quarantine station 
at half-past 6 o'clock this even- 
ing. Lymg in their berths with 
broken limbs were, Leopold Eutside and B. 
Walters, two of the saloon passengers, who 
had been swept along the decks by the waves, 
which at times almost buried the vessel. The 
other passengers were somewhat bruised, 
though not seriously hurt. There was a gale 
brewing when the Ems left the straits 
Dec. 2 and shoved her nose into the Atlantic. 
The storm was little short of a hurricane Dec. 
4. On the forenoon of the 4th the Ems was 
almost buried and her decks were flooded 
fore and aft. Messrs. Eutside and Walters 
were on deck, though they are sorry now 
that they did not remain beiqw with the 
other passengers. A big wave, racing the 
length of the steamship, caught them un- 
awares and, carrying them some distance, 
threw them against the deck fixtures. They 
had to be carried below. Mr. Eutside had 
his arm broken and was badly ‘bruised, and 
Mr. Walters’ right leg was fractured. 

Death of William N. Kiddie, 

William N. Riddle, a well-known figure 
about the Hoffman House for the last five 
years and on Wall street, where he carried 
on a brokerage business, died this afternoon 
at St. Vincent’s Hospital. Dropsy was the 
immediate cause of Mr. Riddle’s death. 
In 1884 William N. Riddle, President of the 
Pennsylvania Bank of Pittsburg, ana one 
of the best known financiers of Pennsylva- 
nia, was brought prominently before the 
public by the failure of the bank and the 
sensational arrest and trial of Mr. Riddle for 
misappropriating the funds. Mr. Riddle was 
acquitted after alongtmal. His entire per- 
sonal fortune went into the hands of the de- 
positors, and in 1885 Mr. Riddle came to New 
York to commence life anew with but $500 in 
his pockets. : 


THEY LISTEN TO THE VOICE OF REASON. 


Stock-Yards Voters Give Judge Prender- 
Fast a Great Reception. 

The announcement that Judge Prendergast 
was to speak at the Transit House, near the 
Stock-Yards, last evening called forth a 
large crowd. It was whispered that trouble 
was threatened, threats having been made 
that if Judge Prendergast appeared 
he would have cause to. regret. it. 
He had been warned, so be said, 
in his address, but he had come'to speak not- 
withstanding. The crowa which gathered 
on the soutu side of the hotel was a much 
‘better appearing and better conducted 
assemblage than was anticipated. A band 
went out to meet the speaker. When he 
entered the hotel grounds at 8 o'clock the 
crowd surged up around him, and for some 
time both the Judge’s hands were in act- 
ive demand. Cheers went up from all sides. 

It had been planned to have Judge Prender- 
gast speak from the hotel steps, but after 
entering the house he soon returned and, 
pausing a moment on the porch, he shouted 
in ringing tones: Gentlemen, the owners of 
the Transit House refuse me permission to 
address you from the hotel porch. I will 
speak im the street, and give youa talk you 
will long remember.“ The crowd cneered 
vociferously and followed tne speaker to 
Haisted street. A wagon was drawn up and 
Judge Prendergast mounted and turned 

toward over a thousand upturned faces. 

Judge Prendergast proceeded at once to ad- 
dress the crowd. Fellow-citizens of Lake.,“ 
he said, “I come to speak the plain truth to 
honest men. Iwill speak of Thomas Gahan 
and Irus Coy as the paid servants of the 
Stock-Yards. I will speak of them as candi- 
dates. I am not here to make votes, but I 
am bere to tell you the truth. Who is Coy? 
He is the paid lawyer of the Stock-Yards, 
and has grown rich in its service. Wuy should 
he receive votes on this proposition. in 
1869 the Dilinois Central Railrpad company 
presented the mos: infamous measure ever 
rushed through the State Legislature. God 
placed on the eastern border pf our city a 
fair lake and a fine harbor.

THE CITY OBJIFCTR TO THE WASHING- 
TON IAN HOME APPROPRIATION, 


Corporation Counsel Hutchinson Holds 
That the Annual Gift of $20,000, Under 
Direction of the Legislature, Is Iiegally 
Diverted from the City’s Revenues—The 
franchise of the Lake Street L“ Koad 
in Danger of Forfeiture—Other Local 
News. 


There seems to be little prospect of the Wash- 
ingtonian Home longer enjoying the gift which 
it has been receiving for years under the State 
law authorizing that institution to get $20,000 
from the city’s reyenue from saloon licenses. 
The Corporation Counsel has drawn an opinion 
for the Controller on the subject in which he 
holds that the law is illegal. He says: “The 
fact that the object to which this attempted do- 
nation of the city's funds by the Legislature is 
intended to be devoted may be a beneficent and 
useful public charity does not alter the question. 
It is not a corporate purpose in any sense. The 
corporate authorities of this city do not control 
the Washingtonian Home, and have no authority 
by law to appropriate money for its supvort. 
Can the Legislature without formally amending 
the city’s charter ina constitutional manner 
compel the city to bestow its funds in a direction 
which the city charter expressly forbids? 

“If the Legislature may dispose of $20,000 of 
the city’s funds annually by donation to the 
Washingtonian Home, why may not the Legis- 
lature with equal propriety and right donate all 
the remainder of the city’s revenues and prop- 
erty to other objects which it may deem worthy 
and deserving? 

“Is there any safety against legislative en- 
croachment on municipal rights except by maia- 
tainine the position that it is not within the 
powers of the Legislature to aivest the city of 
the control of its own funds, nor to appropriate 
them to other than municipal purposes?’ 

“Another reason for doubting the validity of 
the legislative enactments in question is that 
they are in their nature special legislation affect- 
ing the City of Chicago, ana not general in their 
application to all the cities of the State. The 
Constitution of 1870 prohibits the Legislature 
from passing special or local laws changing or 
interfering with the charter 2 of any city. 
The adoption by the city of the General Cities 
and Villages act, by force ot the Constitution, 
had the effect to abrogate all special legislation 
affecting this city then existing, and the Consti- 
tution prohibits any further special legislation 
affecting it. 

“In view of the doubtful validity of these legis- 
lative enactments in question, which operate to 
divert this large portion of the city’s revenues 
from legitimate corporate purposes to thé con- 
trol and benefit of a private corporation, I shoula 
recommend that no further payment be made to 
the managers of the Washingtonian Home until 
it shall häve been decided by our Supreme Court 
that the city must do so.”’

Rtreet—Fara' Hotel Fire. 

New Yor; Dec.10.—[Snecial.]—At midnight u 
fire was discovered at te foot of the elevator 
shaft of McKesson & Robbins’ drug house, Nos. 
% and 97 Fulton street, with an extension to 
Nos. 80, 82, ana 84 Ann street. The inflammable 
material in the building burned rapidly. The 
stock of the building is valued at over $300,000, 
all of which, together with the building, valued 
at $100,000, will certainly be lost.

IN PUBLIC FAVOR, 


How, lt Has Been Improved and Developed 
Into Almost an Exact Science—Styles of 
the Best Players—Clarkson and Ganzel 
Given Up as Hopeless by the Brother- 
hood—Kacing on the Mastern Tracks 
General Turf aod Sporting News. 


There is no game played by our college men 
which arouses such wild enthusiasm and brings 
out such large and brilliant crowds of spectators 
as that of football. It is only within a few years 
that the game, due to its steady development 
among the more prominent Eastern colleges, 
has become so universally popular. The season 
just past has been most brilliant and marked by 
more stubborn contests than in previous years. 
During it cases of walk-over victories have 
been scarce, and in nearly every case cach team 
has had to do its best, showing a more general 
improvement and interest than ever before. : 

It is a fact that the game has progressed great- 
lyinsome of the colleges less renowned for 
athictics, and that those who reign supreme have 
had to work harder to hold their laureis. 

That good development has been made this 
season is noticed especially im the small amount 
of kicking. The game is more scientific, 

Atew years ago the backs had little to do but 
kick, while now the ball is never Kicked except 
as a last resort when a team is playing on the de- 
tenstve and the ball has been rushed well into 
their territory.

It is grutifying to notice the increasing interest 
in the game among Western colleges, This is 
especially noticeabie in the case of Michigan, 
and could her eleven meetsome of the crack 
teams of the East there is no doubt tnat they 
would soon play a great game. An advance has 
been made this year in that every position is 
named and a more definit duty assigned for each 
player than heretofore. 

As for the future the tendency will be to. pro- 
gress in the features spoken of above—that is, 
running, tackling, and perfected team work, the 
only objection to which is that development in 
these directions seems each year to engender 
more slagging and inyuries. It would be an im- 
provementif the fullbacks of most of the teams 
were better kickers, for a goal from tne fleld is 
profitable, and a team whose. opponents have a 
good kicker behind the rush line and who have 
rushed tne leather over che twenty-tive-yard line 
are apt to feel shaky as they think of the five 
points which the next moment may be arrayed 
against them. More skill in and longer passing 
from the quarterback will probably add to the 
game, and from this it follows that the end 
tackles be the best runners, for, with expert pass- 
ing, running arovnd the ends offers the most 
rapid progress. 

It will not be out of place here to speak of 
some of the more prominent teams and players. 
Looking over the scores for the season it will be 
seen that the colleges rank as follows: Prince- 
ton, Yale, Harvard, Lehigh, Wesleyan University 
of Pennsylvania. Lafayette, Amherst, Cornell. 
Princeton is champion of the association; Le- 
high is champion of Pennsylv ana. Among 
other good teams are Johns Hopkins, University 
of Virginia, the Naval Academy, Dartmouth, and 
Stevens Institute. 

A few of the great players are the following: 
Ames of Princeton, a Chicago man, is the great- 
est tuiloack, and he also excels at kicking goals 
from the field. Cowan is a great player, and 
when bis large frame moves Gown the field at 
full speed it takes a stout heart to tackle him. 
For Yale Stagg and Gill are the pets and have 
eee ae and endurance, and McBride is good 
at full. 

Saxe is a good representative of the Harvard 
team. Lehigh has Warriner, Dashiell, and Raf- 
ferty. Warriner is prova the best halfback 
in the country. This team has by hard training 
made marvelous progress in the last two years. 
They traveled, when on their trips this year, in 
the directors’ car of the Lehigu Valley railroad. 
For Wesleyan. Slayback, half, and Crate have 
been a great credit. The University of Pennsyl- 
vaoia halfback, Huhm, is well known among the 
fraternity. Lafayette's best players are Me- 
Iivaine, fall, and Carmp, half. Whitelock, half 
for Johns Hopkins, hasafine record. Among 
old players whose names are most often seen as 
umpires are: Tracy Morris, Princeton; Walter 
Camp, Yale; and Brooks of Harvard. 

All of the great elevens, with a half dozen subs, 
eat at a training table, and here many non-muscle- 
producing though popular viands are seldom 
seen. Of course there are many who object to 
football on account of its roughness, but those 
who play are generally our finest specimens of 
manhood, and they are willing to risk iniury for 
college spirit and the admiration of their friends 
ana the giris of their college town,

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ann THE EVIDENCE s BIDICULED. 
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The leading counsel in the defense of four 
of the five men on trial for the murder of 
Dr, P. H. Cronin has kept his promise. Not 
‘a single promise only, but a shoal of 
‘them—and such promises, too. The ordi- 
‘pary mortal with a regard for his post- 
Cronin trial reputamon would never have 
dared to make such promises fearful lest he 
should afterwards be branded as a visionary 
poaster. Not so Mr. Forrest.

Cronin lived, died, and was found buried in 
asewer, Mr. Forrest ciaims that some in- 
ventive genius is responsible for everything 
else that has been said or written about the 
subject. Witnesses were conjured from the 
earth to appear at a certain 86 at a certain 
minute and were then drop like sprites in 
pantomime through a trap-door in the stage. 
Circumstances were woven together with a 
skill unknown to Shakspeare or Jules Verne. 


4 Joshua's feat of making the sun stand stil 


had been multiplied and discounted out of 
sight while the prosecution was building up 
its case. Sunlight, moonlight, starlight, gas- 
light, the light of electric lamps, and of a 
flickering kerosene oil-lamp were at the com- 
mand of the master dramatist of the prosecu- 
tion, to be turned on or off as they became 
necessary to make the circumstances fit the 
crime and the crime fit the prisoners. 

Moreover, Mr. Forrest went into the evi- 
dence right to the bottom. Not only did he 
wade into it up to his knees, but body, breast, 
shoulders, head, and all were submerged.

By mixing up his own conjectures and the 
decaying relicsof alibi 1 with tne 
evidence of the prosecution, r. Forrest 


managed to create somewhat of a muddle in 


the latter, and the splashes which fell upon 
the jury were of the diluted mixture. But 
fortunately they soon dried, and will only 
require a little brushing off by Luther Laflin 
Mills woen he prepares the jury for their 
final act on the stage. 

The pretty story of the lock and key was 
also told. At least Mr. Forrest called it

FACTS ARE THE GREATEST LIARS. 


Mr. Forrest Gives This Opinion te the Jury 
a in the Cronin Case. 

r. Forrest in continuing his speech yesterda 
morning briefly summarized ae delet he had 
endeavored to make Saturday and then contin- 
ued as follows: | | 

Those who differ with us on the subject of cir- 
cumstantial evidence have a sort of a maxim 


‘Which runs thus: Witnesses may lie, but the 


facts cannot. The truth is that there is nothing 
in the world that tells so many lies as what is 
called facts. We are human, we are fallible, we 
are all likely to err, but not know thé source of 
danger, but we can guard against it. “Wit- 
nesses 9 but tabts and circumstances do 
not lie. ut there are no maxims Which are 
absolutely true; they are only haiftrue, I have 
heard prosecuting and State’s Attorneys repeat 
this one, but Ihave never heard it repeated from 
the bench. Certainly no proposition can be more 
false and dangerous than this. If “circum- 
stances“ mean—and they can have no other 
meaning—those facts which lead to the inference 
of the fact in issue, they not only can but con- 
Stantly do lie; or, in other words, the conclusion 
Geduced from them is often false. Thus when 
at Melita the viper fastened on St. Paul's hand 
the barbarians said among themselves, No 
doubt this man is a murderer,” but when they 
saw that no harm came to him “They changed 
theif minds and said that he was a god.“ 

There is another instance quoted below here 
a pass@ge from the Bible: And so when Jacob 
saw Joseph's coatof many colors, stained with 
kid’s blood. he knew it, and said, It is my son’s 
coat, and the beast has devoured him, Joseph 
is without doubt rent in pieces.“ The circum 


stances had been fabricated by those who had 


sold Joseph, for the purpose of creating a sus- 

icion that he had been torn up by the beasts, 

ut. gentlemen, why should I read to you cases 
illustrating the unreliability of circumstantial 
evidence, the dangers that attend drawing con- 
clusions from circumstantial evidence, You have 
learned in this case the unreliability of circum- 
stantial evidence. Right here, in your own hear- 
ing, it has been demonstrated to you as certainly 
as you now know that the sun shines that cir- 
cumstantiai evidence is unreliable, and that you 
cannot safely follow these 
State as guides. 2 ha 


THE TWELVE UNKNOWN CONSPIRATORS. 

Now right here let me say something. There 
are several unknown men in this case. Would 
It not be a good thing if we could ascertain who 
those unknown men are? Now, gentlemen, we 
cannot ascertain who they are, but we can ascer- 
tain who they are not; we can ascertain that 
those unknown men are not members of Camp 
No. 20, and they are the principal actors in the 
drama. Let us see who they are. Simonds—we 
can ascertain that Simonds is not a member of 
Camp No. 20; we can ascertain that his associate 
at No. 117 Clark street was not a member of 
Camp No. 20. That is two. The three men on 
the wagon were not members of Camp No. 0. I 
know that the State’s Attorney testified that 
those are the three men, but nobody else testi- 
fied, and we didn’t have the privilege of cross- 
examining our State's Attorney, and it does net 
appear thathe knew anything about it. And, 
furthermore, it appears that the man who saw 
the three men as they were supposed vo be, saw 
one man with a full beard, so the fact that they 
saw one man with a full beard disproves the 
presence of the three there, because he has got 
to take the place of one of the thrée and you can- 
. 18 which, and therefore that proves an alibi 

ora 

That makes five men, I believe, does it not— 
the two men at No. 117 South Olark street and 
the three men on the wagon? Now, there was 
the man that wrote the letter, that. makes six. 
We will comment on that letter further on and 
find out just why it was not offered in evidence, 
and it will be something like the May 8 and 10 
business. Then there was the driver of the car- 
riage, that makes seven. Then there were the 
two men that were seen in front of the place the 
night of May 13, that makes nine. The man that 
was met there one night by Carison, that makes 
ten. Two others—their positions I cannot now 
recollect—but there ace twelve altogether. 
Would it not be a good thmg if we could ascer- 
tain their names? ; 

Now, gentlemen, I shall have some things to 
say with reference to the credibility of witnesses. 
I shall ask you to draw some inferences which 
you will at first probably not see fit to draw, and 
you will doubtiess ask me why a witness should 
commit perjury against 3 man on trial for his 
life. That is a difficult 4 to uns wer. be · 
cause it is difficult to assign motives. And itis 
difficult to assign motives, because we not know 
enough of the character of the witnesses, of their 
associations and of their general environment. 
We cannot find out possibiy what their connec- 
tion is with certain other parties. Here is, also, 
a fact to be remembered—men have whimsical 
ambitions. There are persons eager to be dis- 
tinguished as witnesses, just as there are other 
persons who are anxious to be distinguished as 
lawyers. The public mind is exci a great 
mysterv is abroad in the community, every body 
is anxious to solve that mystery, @nd everybody 
who can say anything tending to solve that mys- 
tery is an important person; he is the hero of 
his neighborhood for atime. He is called upon 
by his neig rs, he is called upon by the report- 
ers, and heis made the pet by the police and 
other persons. We cannot tell what all the effect 
of that would be upon him. 

PECULIAR COMBINATION OF CIRCUMSTANCES 

I want to call your attention to certain facts. 
There is a peculiar combinWtion of men and cir- 
cumstances against my client and my clients— 
Dan Coughlin and Martin Burke—and the same 
— applies to the other men, but chiefly to 

em. 

Now, for instance, it is worth $100 a week to 
Pat Dinan to have it established that his horse is 
the horse that took the doctor 2 He has 
told you that on the witness-stand. It is worth 
$100 a week to him to have that horse in the dime 
museum. If it was once established that that 
was not the horse it follows that that: horse 
would not be worth $100 a week to him. I don't 
know, of course, what effect that would have 
upon his evidence, probably unintentionally, but 
unconsciousiy upon his stutements- 

Now, last spring, the Carlson family were in 
needy circumstances—the boy had not been liv- 
ing with his wife for four years, he had been 
traveling through the country, living here and 
there, and the wife was out at service here in the 
City ot Chicago, and the old gentleman told you 
that he could not work and had been for a year 
und a halt in needy circumstances. Now, it s0 
happens thatitis for his pecuniary interest to 
establish the fact that the murder had been com- 
mitted in that cottage. Now, did that fact 
slacken his zeal, and I do not think that fact 
helped him to forget anything, but that it had 
the effect of making him think of things that 
never did occur, especially in the case of a man 
whose mind is close on the line where his mem- 
ory is breaking down with old age. And that 
fact is a peculiarly unfortunate cifcumstance to 
my client, 

ere is another circumstance. It is proved 
that the Clau-na-Gael in Chicago and throughout 
the United States is divided into two wings. it 
is proved that that division extends right throu 
the country. Now, gentlemen, one wing of the 
Clan-na-Gael sits in the prisoners’ dock and the 
other wing sits in the witness’ seat. How does 
the wing that sits in the witness’ seatand which 
envelopes this entire prosecution—how does that 
wing feel toward my clients and the wing to 
which they belong? 4 

There is not a witness that has been discov- 
ered in this case since the Coronér’s jury re 
turned its verdict that is not a suspicious wit- 
ness. I never saw such a body of witnesses, and 

ou never did. They have eyes like the eagle. 

ike owls, they see longer and further by night 
than they can by day. Their bearing: is as sensi- 
tive as that of the deer that roams our Northern 
forests, What extraordinary perceptive facul- 
ties, what reasoning powers, what prodigious mem- 
ories! Every one of them, too, does an extraor- 
dmary, an unusual thing. Every one of them 
does something remarkable so as to impress 
upon his mind the date of the occurrence he tes- 
tifies to. 

Now, how is it with this shirt man, Planskie? 
The prosecution seems to have an idea here that 
Martin Burke never had but one shirt. Planskie 
seemed to have an idea also that Martin Burke 
havi only one shirt. Why, Burke had an abiding 
place over on Erie and Sedgwick streets, and he 
would have to go out to buy a shirt because be 
only had the one he had on. Now, if anything 
of that kind ever occurred the buyers were prob- 
ably two dock laborers that hang around the 
bridge over there. They might only have one 
shirt and have to buy another whenever they 


wanted a change. 


VAIN AND WICKED IMAGININGS. 


Witnesses for the Prosecution Were All 
Mach Too Accurate. 

Now we come to this man Klahre. Mr. Klahre 
sees in the paper Sunday, May 5, what never oc 
curred. Mrs. Conklin never spoke to anybody 
about the matter of Dr. Cronm's disappearance 
until Sunday morning. to Capt. Schaack, and it 
was not until 11:56 that night that the order was 
given to inquire for the horse. And yet Klahre 
says he saw in the paper Sunday morning. May 
5, the statement that Dr. Cronin was a British 
spy. He says that Martin Burke came into his 
place with a box. We might properly labei that 
de the box trick. Monday morning Burke goes 
in there with a box which be says he wants sol- 
dered. Kiahre attempts to cut the cord, but 
Burke says: Hold on; don’t cut the rope, don't 
cut the rope.“ If he had taken 4 peep into that 
box and had seen Cronin's clothes that would 
not have done. It would not do for him to take 
a peep into that box. So Martin Burke staia 
there for an hour and a half, and he asked one 
question of Martin Burke: „Wust do you think

Now, Capt. Schuettier is the first police officer 
who spoke to all the witnesses discovered since 
the Coroner's inquest, and everything he comes 
in contact with is a .witness for the first time; 
the witness is either a German or a Swede, no 
matter where he is from—from Clark street 
bridge or from Lake View, from the western 
limit of the city to the eastern. You may expect 
@ German detective to find only German or 
Swedish witnesses. You could not expect a Ger- 
man detective to find an American that knows 
anything or an Irishman that knows anything. 

o come to Swanson. Two of my witnesses 
go over to get a . 5 The books show the 
carriage is charged to O'Malley, $7. The carriage 
is gotten to 8 to an opening—the Fleming open- 
ing at No. 983 West Van Buren street, which 
Fleming is a cousin of William Cougnlin. The 
carriage comes right to William Coughlin’s sa- 
loon. But William Coughlin, the very person 
that is interested in going to the opening, is the 
very person who does not go. 

EVERYBODY WRONG ABOUT THE HORSE. 

Now we come to Carberry, the modest and 
impecunious Carberry. He is another person 
who has gota remarkable memory. He can tell 
you just what hour he got home for ten days on 
each side of May 4, and just what hour he left his 
house, and just what hour he got his supper. 
He does a remarkable thing May 4. He goes to 
a grocery store, and he is in a great hurry to get 
out there Saturday might so as to have them de 
liver the groceries that night. He has no money, 
but he wants plenty of groceries at the grocery 
store. What does he do? He knew a man by 
the name of Spencer, and he knows that he was 
tn the habit of going to Matt Dauahv's saloon—he 
knows his bartender, Hugh Gleason. Spencer 
comes and they go into the saloon, and what 
happens? Does he borrow money of Spencer to 
get groceries? We will see. Spencer immedi- 
ately gets into a game of shaking dice with Hugh 
Gleason. Hugh and he shake, and sometimes 
he loses and sometimes Spencer. But does he 
borrow money of Spencer? No. 

Now we cometo Dinan, Now, gentlemen, they 
tell a remarkable story, the Dinans. Why, they 
can remember just where the stranger stood, and 
just how he acted, and just what he did. Now 
they say that I say that he told Capt. Schaack, 
that Schaack says that it came about in this 
way, and they want to impeach the testimony 
because we were asking leadimg questions. What 
do you think of leading questions that they asked 
bim? Does that impeach the witness? Dan 
Coughtin didn't ask the question? Coughlin said 
he had a brown stiff hat, didn't he? Yes. Now, 
when he said that he had a brown stiff hat the 
man knew that he lied, 

You know that with the horse Mr. Dinan and 
Mrs. Conklin had no trouble. What could they 
remember? Why, the man could remember put- 
ting in a hitching strap and just which way the 
horse came. Now Dinan had sworn the direction 
the horse went. Moreland didn’t know which 
direction he went, It was necessary to have 
somebody swear that somebody knew that the 
horse came baek from the north. And that secret 
was carried by Mrs. Dinan until along in the 
middie of the case, when she happened to unlock 
her bosom and let the secret out that the horse 
came back from the north. She can remember 
the direction that this man came back. Men 
come back to the stable every day, many of 
them, and this direction she can remember ex- 
actly. They know the boots, they saw them, the 
trousers; saw just which direction he went. 

Mr. Ingham ils you thatitis three and a 
haif miles from Dr. Cronin’s residence to the 
cottage. Now, then, the horse left Dr. Cronia’s 
place at 7:30, not 7:20; Dinan said he ieft his 
Stabie about 7:10; the lamps were already lighted. 
Mrs, Couklin says he left about 7:20; the Mc- 
Nearney girls left about 7:30—ne had talked to 
both of them, talked the matter over with them. 
So they all agree that it was 7:30. Now, it took 
one hour and twenty minutes to bring that horse 
back again; and the horse was puffing and blow- 
ing and snorting and smoking and covered over 
with sweat from having made three and a half 
miles in two hours, because you must not count 
the time from the stable to the cottage. Itis the 
time they left, at 8. Now, gentlemen, you will 
find something about that 8,“ something that 
shows just why that woman saw the clock. Now, 
then. gentlemen, you or Ican walk it in two 
hours. Amanin good health can walk four 
miles an hour for an hour—he can walk for all 
day. It took forty minutes to go out there, and 
they got there at 8:10, and didn’t get back to the 
stable until an hour and twenty minutes, and 
going four miles in that time made him puff and 
blow and sweat, 

THE OONKLINS’ REMARKABLE MEMORY. 

Now we come to the Conklins. They had good 
memories. You will remember that they de- 
scribed the height of the man who drove the 
buggy, that he was five feet seven inches high; 
they describe his eyes, they know his height, 
they know the color of his hat, and coat, they 
know itis a faded brown, They know the color 
of his cravat, they know the color of his eyes, 
they know tbe color of his trousers, they know 
the color of his boots. They know he sat down 
on the edge of the chair nervously. Every one 
described itin that manner. No one can teil the 
clothing that the doctor had on but Mrs. Conk 
lin, who knew it well. All those details they 
know. Mrs. Conklin looks out of a window, looks 
through a mosquito screen. When Mrs. Conklin 
went on the witness stand she said it was almost 
daylight, the electric light had no effect on the 
horse’s color at all, the electric light -had no ef- 
fect, and so she made it almost daylight. Buden- 
bender comes in from New Jersey and says he 
saw the horse right across the street. and the 
moment Budenbender appears the light failed 
and became dark, there were shadows cast by 
the same light from the west. Gentlemen, if the 
shadows were cast it was dark enough on the 
east side of the street to make the horse look 
white. You have noticed that in looking at even 
an iron-gray horse under an electric light the 
ee of the light makes the horse look 

ight. 

dow, the gas is lighted in Dinan’s livery stable 
before the horse leaves the stable, the gas is 
lighted brightly in the doctor's office, but the 
gus is dimly lighted m the parior. Yet all re- 
member that there wasa dim light in one room 
and a bright light in the other. Why have it 
dim in Mrs. Conklin’s room? Because, if it was 
brilliant the effulgence of it would affect her 
eyesight, and she could not see so well. With- 
out any reason whatever, she looks out of the 
screen there for a few moments; and through 
the mosquito screen she sees more things about 
that horse, ina few minutes, than the owner of 
the horse himself learned after having had the 
horse five years. Why, if you would send a 
veterinary surgeon to that horse now to stuay 
him, and to write a description of the horse, he 
could not give a more exact description of che 
horse and his peculiarities than Mrs. Conklin 
learned looking through that screen for a few 
moments. 

OFFICER FLYNN’S QUEER CONDUCT. 

Now comes the knife transaction. Mr. Flynn 
appears. Mr. Flynn is a remarkable policeman. 
See if he didn’t do a remarkable thing with 
Coughlin. He is ordered to arrest him. He takes 
out of his pocket a revolver which belongs to the 
City of Chicago, and he takes out of his pocket 
two knives, not worth 10 cents. both of them. 
Now what does he do? He is then at the Cen- 
tral Station; he takes them and puts them in his 
desk and locks them up for safe-keeping; and 
then after awhile it occurs to him that they 
wouldn't de safe there, and he takes the revol- 
ver and knives to the Fidelity Safe Deposit vault 
and puts them there—the property of Chicago, 
the revolver, and two knives worth about 10 
cents. He puts them in his safe deposit vault 
when right beneath him, right in the City-Hall, 
under his desk, according to the proof in this 
cas, is the custodian of the city property taken 
from prisoners and held in evidence in the City of 
Chicago; that custodian being always there, that 
custodian having a Vault, and that vault having 
a combination lock, and he being there to keep 
the property safe. 

Did youever hear ofa policeman taking the 
property of the City of Chicago, the revolver and 
two old knives not worth 10 cents, down to tne 
safety deposit vault to keep them for two or 
three long months because he was responsible 
for the property? Don’t you see what an un- 
usual thing it, was, what an extraordinary thing 
it was? It was a remarkable feat, and he was 
doing that so he could have them for Dan Cough- 
lin when Dan got out. 

He must have expected Dan to get out; he 
made up his mind that Dan was going to be ac- 
quitted, and he was responsibie for his property. 
He holds on to them, and never says a word 
about it until the last minute, and then they are 
shown ‘to Mr. Conklin, and what 
Conklia do? Wonderful to tell! 
He says: “Iearried a knife exactly like that 
There is a ittle knife, or one 
exactly like that; I found it on 
the street aud I put it on the mantel, and the 
doctor carried the little knife here in bis pocket, 
and he carrfed ine big knife down there in that 
pocket“ Iindicatingl.

The doctor carried one in this pocket, one in his 
vest pocket, and one in the other pocket.

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CAUSE OF DEATH IS UNKNOWN, 


Mr. Forrest Believes This Fact Entities His 
Clients to Honorable Discharge. 

At the opening of the afternoon session 
Forrest resumed his address as follows: 

May it please your Honor and Gentlemen of 
the Jury: I wish now to discuss with you the 
question raised by the defense as to the cause of 
death. One of the distinguished and learned 
gentlemen that represent, the State told you 
that our physician in that respect was technical. 
Ideny it. {can satisfy you that I am right, that 
it is substantial. They tell you that it shows the 
organization of our case. Gentlemen, I am en- 
gaged in a battle for human life,and I do not 
know of a technicality, I do hot Know of a ques- 
tion that I would not raise as readily as I would 
raise the most substantial question in the per- 
formance of my duty. This question is not 
technical for this reason: You find us not guilty, 
and they can try us again on another indictment, 
charging the cause of death as unknown. 

Now, gentiemen, the question is not: Did 
this man die from violence?. That is not the 
question. The indictment charges death from 
wounds On the head, face, and body. There is 
no evidence of wounds on the body, so that is 
excluded. You are reduced now to the supposi- 
tion of wounds on the head ana face. Did he die 
from that particular violence — namely: the 
wounds on the head and face? 

Mr. Forrest here took uP the testimony of the 
physicians as to the cause of death and took each 
one seriatim and read from the record all that 
related to the wounds on the head of Dr. Cronin 
and their effect on the brain. Also whether they 
were severe enough to cause death, either by 
severing an artery or by concussion of the brain. 

Now, gentlemen, here is the doctor, the as- 
‘sistant county physician, with all his notes, as- 
tisted by two other physicians, who says: ‘I ex 
amined these wounds. 1 cannot tell whether the 
wounds were anti-mortem or post-mortem. I 
cannot say whether any artery was severed. I 
cannot say that the body would bieed to death. 
There was not the evidence of bleeding to death.” 
That fact came out clearly. Here is the doctor 
that saw the budy and failed to discover the 
cause of death, for he says the God's truth is he 
can’t tell you; and here is the public prosecutor 
that tells you you have got a right to guess—you 
have got aright to guess in the face of that evi- 
dence that the doctor don’t know. That vou 
have got aright to guess that the doctor — a 
mistake; that you have got a right to guess that 
that was the cause of death—not only that you 
have gotaright to guess that, but that you have 
got a right to hang these men upon your guess. 

Gentlemen, that is not common sense, that is 
not law, that is not Christianity, that is not mor- 
ality, that is in violation of every code of morals 
ever framed, that you on your oaths should sit 
here—by the living God I will try tne case ac- 
cording to the law and the evidence—then that 
you should go out and violate that oath, the evi- 
dence, leap beyond the law and the evidence, 
and hang a man, and all because Longenecker 
biundered. We do not want that blunder 
patched up by any violation of your oath. He 
should have ascertained the cause of death, and 
if he did not he should have said in the indict- 
ment, Cause of death unknown,“ and for that 
blunder he will have, what the lawyer ougnt to 
have done, he will have that wiped out by your 
acting in violation of your oath. 

NONE CAN TELL HOW, CRONIN WAS KILLED. 

Now ali these doctors agree that everything 
that was discovered was written in the notes. 
Starton that. There is nothing in the notes 
about cutiing the arteries. They say the way to 
determine wnether an artery has been cut is to 
make a counter incision, find the artery, and 
trace it up. They did not do it. and they did not 
say it was cut. hey said it was not necessary 
to do it. Don't you see, gentlemen, that some- 
body is doing some extraordinary swearing to 
help somebody out of the consequences of a 
legal blunder. Do you suppose the physicians 
found an artery cut of any importance and would 
not put it down? Sum it up. The truth is, God's 
truth is, no man can tell the cause of death that 
is disinterested. Noman can tell whether the 
wounds caused the death; there is no evidence of 
concussion or contusion, either external or in- 
ternal evidence. 

There is nothing in the notes about blood-let- 
ting: there is nothing in the notes about the sev- 
ering of arteries. Everything was put in the notes, 
swore Egbert.

We have affirmatively proved, beyond the pos- 
sibility of a doubt, you cannot tell the cause of 
death. Now, gentiemen, the State's Attorney 
toid you that dates were important in this case. 
They are decidedly important. and I will teil you 
how important they are. Their physicians have 
sworn that we cannot show whether the wounds 
are post-mortem or ante-mortem wounds, Their 
evidence shows the cause of death was unknown. 
Above all things, theirevidence showed by the 
County Physician that you could not tell whether 
the wounds were inflicted before or after death. 
We will not go out and get Andrews, they say. and 
ask his opinion. We will not go to this eminent 
surgeon and that eminent surgeon and get his 
opinion. The boys, Egbert and Perkins, might

devil by night as cleverly and as brilliantly as 
Mansfield the actor can a ar in the double 
role of Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde.

NEVER IN THE CAKLSON COTTAGE, 


Mr. Forrest Says There Is No Proof Dr. 
Cronin Died There. 

Now, gentiemen, the body was thrown down 
the catchbasin, We know that the catchbasin 
is made of brick. Now I think that when it was 
thrown down the catchbasin he might have re- 
ceived the wound here (indicating) and the 
wound here.

Se we know that it went down head first. That 
is what Finnegan says, and heis the man that 
swore so carefuliy—the good, old, honest man; 
we got the truth out of him. They first tried to 
pull him up, and it was slippery—it slipped 
Qack; the scalp was rotten. How much violence 
would it take tnen to tearit? Gentiemen, there 
is no description of that catchbasin in the 
record. All distances are measured, the old 
sewer-pipe in which they found the clothing is 
measured, the manhole is measured in which 
they found the valise—everything is carefully 
measured, but not the catchbasin. 

Now, I would like to ask you gentlemen how 
you can show on your oaths these wounds were 
not made in or about that catchbasin. How 
many wounds were made after death in the 
catebbasin? How do you know how the body 
was treated? Well, you guess it was carefully 
treated. You cannot reaily know anything 
about it. Of course, if you can say these men 
are guilty, without Knowing that, why, all 
right. If you say, O, we will find them 1 
never mind your expert testimony. @ do 
not care what 1 swear to. We are 
the people. We will leap beyond the law, all 
right. often wonder why they have so many 
orators on the other side. ere is my friend Mr. 
Mills, and Messrs. Ingham and Hynes, all ora- 
tors, they are all arrayed against such young fel- 
lows as you find on this side, and, why? It is all 
to urge you beyond the law and the evidence. 

Bat, gentlemen, you cannot fly in the face of 
scientific truth, you cannot make law respecta- 
ble by doing whatis ridiculous. You cannot en- 
force the law by violating the scientific truth. 
The scientific world knows that the cause of 
death in this case is not proved; that the testi- 
mony on the subject on the part of the experts for 
the State is a frantic leap into the dark. (Roll- 
ing the phrase over his tongue succulentiy and 
repeating it.) A pretty good phrase to quote 
„A frantic leap into the dark.” 


THE TRUNK DID NOT COME FROM THE OOT- 
TAGE. 


Gentlemen, they say that the trunk came from 
the vottage. In taking that trunk away from the 
cottage they would have to go across the track. 
The question is, how could they get to that point 
from Ashland avenue? and I prove that by Mr.

ALGER’S CENSUS RECOMMENDATIONS. 


He Thinks the Condition of Every Veteran 
Should Be Inqaired Into. 

Wasurneron, D. C., Dec. 9.—Commander- 
in-Cnief Alger of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public has been in correspondence with Cen- 
sus Superintendent Porter concerning the 
proposed census of the survivors of the War 
of the Rebellion. Gen. Alger’s notion is that 
the census should ascertain the present 
financial and physical condition of every sur- 
viving soldier. Supt. Porter has investigat- 
ed the matter, and hesitates to extend the 
inquiry into the explicit history and cond 
tion of the survivors of the war in 
connection with the general enumera- 
tion. Mr. Porter expresses the fear that 
to gather and tabulate this mass of 
information would too long delay the com- 
pletion of the census work. There is an- 
other important objection which Mr. Porter 
does not state. Gen. Alger’s idea undoubt- 
edly is to make the census report as to the 
physical and financial condition stepping- 
stones to more pensions. In this way a basis 
for both service and dependent pension bills 
could be obtained, and the stamp of Govern- 
ment authority would be given by publica- 
tion to the statements of individuais in 
their own interest. Supt. Porter, while 
unwilling to delay his work to include the 
items Gen. Alger asks for, suggests that it is 
entirely practicable to ask for such leégisia- 
tion as would provide for the collection of 
the required data after the results already 
authorized by law have been obtained 
through the census. 


WORK OF NORTH DAKOTA LEGISLATORS. 


Protest Against the Abandonment of Fort 
Abraham Lincoln—Other Matters. 

Bismarck, N. D., Dec. 9.— [Special. — A8

The 
amount was reduced to $20,000 and the bill 
made a special order for tomorrow afternoon.

The Western Roads Requested to Join the 
Eastern Lines in the Movement. 

Chairman Blanchard of the Central Traffic 
Association has submitted to Chairman Ab- 
bott of the Western States Passenger Asso- 
ciation a copy of the resolutions of the Presi- 
dents of the trunk lines, New England, and 
Central Traffic Associawon roads, acting in 
int conference at New York Dec. 3, which 
ve relation to the discontinuance of the 
payment of commissions, and also as to the 
nc tion to be requested of the Western States 
Passenger Association in publishing both the 
 gtandard and differential tares in tne rate 
sheets of that association. Chairman Blancn- 
ard says it becomes his duty, on behalf of 
the joint committee, to ask that the Western 
States Passenger Association lines take steps

HE FOUNDED THE KNIGHTS OF PYTHIAS. 


Death of Justus H. Rathbone at Lima, O. 
—Other Obituary Matters. 

LuIA, O., Dec. 9.—[Spécial.]—Justus H. Rath- 
bone, founder of the Order of Knights of Pythias, 
died today in this city. where he had been lying 
Ul tor the last three weeks, suffering from a 
large carbuncle. He was born at Deerfield, N. 
V., Oct. 29, 1839. His father was an attorney, and 
practiced at Utica, N. V. When about 20 years 
old Justus came West and taught school for sev- 
eral years in Michigan. When the war broke 
out be returned East, going to Germantown, Pa.. 
where he took a situation as clerk in the Federal 
hospital. e was married three years later to 
Miss Emma Sanger of New York City. Mrs. 
Rathbone died about two years ago. r. Rath- 
bone conceived the idea of founding the Order 
of Kuights of Pythias from the story of Damon 
and Pythias. e told a number of intimate 
friends of his plans to formulate an order, and 
the 19th of February, 1864, a meeting was held at 
Washington, D. C., and a lodge was instituted. 
This was the beginni of the order of the 
Knights of Pythias. About a year ago Mr. 
Rathbone resighed his position in the War De- 
partment, and had been lecturing since. His re- 
mains will be taken to Syracuse and buried be- 
side those of his wife.
